I am  grateful  to  Mr.  E„T.  Anderson  for  the  following 
information. 

The  contract  for  the  Quenibo rough  (East)  works  was 
nearing  completion  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  When  the 
East  and  West  works  are  fully  operational  the  sewage  will 
he  received  from  Syston  and  East  Goscote  for  treatment  in 
addition  to  the  villages  of  Birstall*  Thurmaston,  Quehiborough, 
Ratcliffe*  Rearsby*  Barkby  and  South  Croxton  which  are  already 
being  accommodated.

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OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 


The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets , Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966  came  into  operation  on  the  lsto  January  1967° 

An  explanatory  letter  was  sent  to  all  traders  who  sell 
from  vehicles  and  stalls  * This  was  followed  hy  inspections  of 
the  vehicles o 

These  regulations  should  result  in  better  protection  of 
food  from  the  risk  of  contamination*, 

Among  other  matters,  owners  of  vehicles  must  ensure  that 
washing  facilities  are  available  when  certain  commodities  are  sold, 
and  that  similar  conditions  as  to  food  shops  shall  prevailo  Emphasis 
is  also  placed  on  personal  cleanliness 0 

While  it  is  possible  to  comply  fully  with  the  regulations 
in  the  case  of  purpose  built  mobile  shops  it  is  most  difficult  with 
the  open  type  of  vehicle 0 Many  of  the  latter  will  have  to  be  replaced*, 

Eood  shops  are  being  refitted  and  improved  and  this 
encourages  the  personnel  to  be  more  hygiene  conscious <>  Complaints 
of  unsound  food  are  due  to  the  shopkeepers  holding  perishable  foods, 
usually  meat  pies,  far  beyond  a safe  periodo  Many  wholesale  purveyors 
of  these  pies  recommend  a shelf  life  of  48  hours  but  even  this  depends 
on  the  conditions  under  which  the  food  is  storedo 

A successful  prosecution  was  taken  against  the  manufacturer 
of  a tin  of  Irish  Stew  which  contained' a finger  of  a rubber  glove 0 
The  firm  was  fined  £20  with  10  gns0  costs 0 


RODENT  CONTROL 

A free  rodent  service  is  given  to  all  householders  and  a 
reasonable  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  farms  and  business 
premises o 


A full  time  operator  provided  with  a van  is  engaged  on 

thi  s worko 


47$  rat  infestations  and  48  mouse  infestations  were  treated 
by  the  operator  and  a total  of  1,247  visits  were  made. 

The  annual  baiting  of  the  sewers  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  was  carried  onto  There  were  no  heavy  infestations  found  in  any 
of  the  sewers o 


SMOKE  CONTROL 


There  are  no  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  districto  A 
13  year  phased  programme  for  the  southern  part  remains  in  abeyance® 

Prior  approval  was  given  to  the  installation  of  boilers 
and  the  erection  of  chimneys  at  5 factories ® 

Nuisances  have  been  caused  by  burning  of  factory  waste  in 
the  open  or  in  improvided  incinerators ® These  nuisances  were  dealt 
with  informally.

There  were  30  new  registered  premises*  It  was 
possible  because  of  local  knowledge  to  advise  on  proposed 
alterations  to  premises  so  that  there  was  compliance  with 
the  Acto  Change  of  occupation  of  the  premises  are  more 
easily  observed  when  administration  of  the  Act  is  undertaken 
by  local  authority  Inspectors. 

All  the  registered  premises  have  been  inspected  and 
many  revisits  made  to  check  on  the  remedying  of  contraventions© 
The  premises  are  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 

There  were  6 minor  accidents  reported  and  all  were 
investigated. 

In  one  case  a fork  lift  (diesel)  driven  in  reverse 
collided  with  a workman . Fortunately  there  were  only  minor 
injuries*  The  Company  was  advised  to  provide  a reversing 
mirror  for  this  lift* 

A survey  of  the  operations  of  fork  lifts  showed 
the  necessity  for  reversing  mirrors  and  also  for  greater 
competence  on  the  part  of  the  drivers.  The  lifts  were 
operated  in  confined  spaces  where  there  is  constant  activity 
in  their  vicinity©
